bombardment of civilian centers. 
Children Killed 
Estimates of the two days’ cas­ 
ualties placed the num ber at 500 
killed and wounded, Including 200 
school children.

DOUGLAS MALLOCH 


Muskegon. Mich., July 2 (ZP)— Douglas 
Malloch, 
61, 
widely 
known poet whose verses have been a feature of many newspapers 
for years, died Saturday afternoon in Hack ley hospital. He suffered 
a heart attack Friday night, shortly after arriving here from Chicago 
to spend the summer at ills sum m er home. 
Mr. Malloch was horn in Muskegon May 5, 1877, and at the age 
of IO had his first poem printed in the Detroit News. His family mov­ 
ed to North Muskegon and the boy corresponded for the Muskegon 
Chronicle until the family moved hack to Muskegon. 
In 1903 Mr. Malloch went to Chicago where ho engaged in w rit­ 
ing for a newspaper syndicate. He was a member of tile editorial staff 
of the American Lumberman, of which he became associate editor in 
1910. He was active in the Chicago Press ClEb and W riters’ Guild 
and in 1927-29 was president of the Society of Midland Authors. 
His i'irHt book of poetry, “ Forest Land,” was published in 1906. 
Since that time he had published others. 
His widow and three children survive. 


Mr. Malloch was well known In Escanaba. He was an uncle of 
Mrs. Carl It. Wlckman of Escanaba and a half-brother of the late 
Charles Malloch, for several years cashier of the State Savings Bank. 
Tho poet visited Escanaba on many occasions, and last summer 
addressed a meeting of the Escanaba Kiwania club. 
The Escanaba Daily Press has carried Douglas Malloch’s daily 
“ Lyrics of Life” poem ever since it was first syndicated by the Mc­

The other four vic­ 
tims were J. I. Wingard, assistant 
mine superintendent, William Pef- 
fer, Howard Morgan and Leonard 
Dockings. 
Of the nine men trapped, only 
Carl Shackelford, Willard Elmore 
and Curtis Hyche were saved. 
Elmore, when the rescue crew 
reached him, refused to leave the 
mine until he had shown workers 
where J. B. Painter was pinned. 
Hyche said he "stripped to the 
skin” to get through a small pas­ 
sage way left open, and escaped, 
but not until he had "worked with 
Howard Morgan until he w*as dead.” 
W. B. nuthouse, state mine in­ 
spector, said no im m ediate cause 
for the accident was apparent.

PROJECTS OF PW A

Washington, 
July 2 (ZP) — Two 
government agencies—shock troops 
in the spending and lending attack 
on the depression--disclosed today 
that they had ordered additional 
millions of dollars to the front line. 
The public works adininisfration 
approved 56 additional projects in 
17 states. 
It agreed to grant $4,- 
371,939 and lend $19,000 to finance 
them. 
At the same time the federal sur­ 
plus commodities corporation an­ 
nounced it had bought $8,000,000 
worth of flour and wheat cereal 
products this week to be distrib­ 
uted free to families on relief. 
200 Million a Month 
The government thus swung fur­ 
ther into its lending-spending pro­ 
gram which, experts said, would 
|ift federal spending for relief aud 
Job-making to a monthly average 
of around $200,000,000 a month be­ 
fore the end of the summer. 
Some of Uncle Sam s economists, 
scanning the spending outlook, said 
they expected the monthly rate of 
disbursements to reach about $300,- 
000,000 by the end of the year. This 
rate, some said, probably would be 
maintained through the first half 
of next year. How soon this spend­ 
ing might Jolt the nation’s business 
and industrial machine definitely 
off dead-center, few wrere willing to 
predict. 
Production Moves Up 
A hopeful view held by some ex­ 
perts was that, by Labor Day, fed­ 
eral dollars pouring through relief 
and public works agencies would 
provide the fuel to speed up con­ 
sumer buying pow en and encourage 
the heavy industries to swing into 
action. 
Officials working on the spending 
program said they saw signs this 
wreek that business was preparing 
to increase activity. Production of 
steel and automobiles—two of the 
nation’s biggest Industries—rose, al­ 
though business normally slackens 
at this season. 
Meanwhile, retail 
trade, carloadings and power pro­ 
duction improved. 
One leading New*

tioned other developments as indi­ 
cations

There are prospects that relief 
and public works agencies, federal 
lending corporations and the army 
and navy wTill spend about $8,500,- 
000,000 in the new fiscal year which 
began yesterday.

cuts 
would range between 6 and 15 per 
cent and 
would 
go 
into 
effect 
Thursday. The cutting of the per­ 
sonnel, he said, would be accom­ 
plished as rapidly as the results of 
the recently-completed civil serv­ 
ice examinations 
are 
published. 
Under the plan, state Job holders 
who do not qualify 
under

service will be dropped and, in 
most instances, will

placed. 
Murphy estimated the pay cuts 
would pare 
$2,000,000 from the 
state budget and that the cutting 
of the number of state employes,

IN HIGH SCHOOL 


Dr. Crawford of Yale U. 
Gave 2,000 Students 
Aptitude Tests

Prom the day when your son 
announced he was going to be a 
policeman when he grew up, until 
the present moment, w hen 
he's 
deeply concerned over the 
fate 
of his pet frogs 
in 
the 
cellar 
laboratory, you’ve wondered just 
w hat career he should choose. 
So have thousands 
of 
other 
parents. To answer their ques­ 
tions, along comes the aptitude 
test. 
It’s not a new device. Colleges 
have used it—in one form or an­ 
other—to test their applicants. 
High School Sophomore* 
But recently, under the guiding 
hand of Dr. Albert B. Crawford, 
director of the department 
for 
personnel study at Yale 
Univer­ 
sity, it has been developed for 
high school use. 
“ Sophomore year is th e 
time 
for th e aptitude test,’’ says 
Dr. 
Crawford, who last year tried his 
tests experimentally to 2,000 stu ­ 
dents in IO high schools in 
the 
East. “ At the end of th at 
year, 
the 
high 
school 
curriculum 
branches out, and the student is 
tllpwed to choose electives. 
“When he reaches college, the 
test comes too late. We originally 
gave this series of tests to Yale 
University freshmen, to help them 
decide whether, a t the 
end 
of 
their first year, they should 
go 
into 
th# 
Engineering 
School, 
Sheffield 
Scientific 
School, 
or 
Yale College. The 
tests 
would 
show a student should go 
into 
engineering, 
but 
he 
w ouldn’t 
have had the right courses in high 
school, so he couldn’t. 
Broadening The Base 
“ Had he been given aptitude 
tests back in high 
school, 
he 
would have elected 
mechanical 
draw ing and the proper sciences, 
and be well on his way to an en­ 
gineering career.’’ 
Dr. Crawford also has 
found 
the usual verbal and m athem ati­ 
cal tests a re n ’t broad enough. So 
the series he has 
devised 
tests 
spatial relationships, 
mechanical 
ingenuity, and scientific original­ 
ity as well. Engineers and scien­ 
tists can’t get by unnoticed. 
So far, Dr. Crawford can’t say 
these aptitude tests are sure fire. 
He w on’t know until his 
2,000 
test cases get through college. So 
he and his staff are keeping tabs 
an them. 
Even though he favors starting 
Barly to train for a career, 
Dr. 
Crawford doesn't care for voca­ 
tional courses. H ere’s his distinc­ 
tion : 
Vocational 
courses 
involve 
learning 
technological 
details 
which can be picked up 
easily 
after college if the correct field of 
knowledge has been studied. 
Dr. Craw ford’s only concern is 
that the fu tu re banker will not be 
misplaced in a liberal arts course. 
He must know the banking field.

Murphy Cracks Back 
At Chairman Fry On 
C ivil Service Work 


BY G. MILTON KELLY 
Lansing, July 2 (ZP)— Governor 
Murphy addressed an open letter 
to Edward J. Fry, chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Commit­ 
tee, today, politely declining to ac­ 
cept the chairm an's warnings that 
civil service was political dyna­ 
mite. 
Fry sent a bulky report to M ur­ 
phy recently, advising him th at a 
"pre-campaign survey" had indi­ 
cated resentment against civil ser­ 
vice, and a general demand for 
patronage for faithful Democrats. 
The full content of the report nev­ 
er was made public. 
The Governor’s letter, malled to 
reach Fry today, thanked him for 
the information and concluded: 
"Difficulties 
and 
disappoint­ 
ments 
In 
m atters of patronage 
which are shared by all of us," 
the Governor included, 
"should 
not be permitted to cause division 
in our ranks or weaken our com­ 
mon effort to ensure success for 
the 
party, 
and 
the ideals for 
which it stands committed." 
Fry Started It 
A 
growing 
estangement 
be­ 
tween Murphy and Fry flared into 
the open recently when Fry, in a 
speech to a Democratic gathering 
in Pontiac, served notice th at he 
felt civil service was a good thing 
in its place but that it was being 
over-emphasized. 
He 
criticized 
the administration of civil service 
by Director William Brownrigg, 
but withdrew the statem ents later 
after Murphy announced he had 
confidence in Brownrigg’s work. 
The Governor’s letter to Fry 
made no mention of that incident, 
but said: 
"In 
view 
of the attitude ex­ 
pressed by some members of the 
party and the apparent m isunder­ 
standing in regard to certain m at­ 
ters of policy, a statem ent of my 
position may be helpful. 
"I have been too long associa­ 
ted with the affairs 
of govern­ 
ment not to understand and ap­ 
preciate the importance of party

us heartsick.

We simply 
fool

selves if we say th a t our bombers would 
never do such things; military ruthless­ 
ness is p a rt of all wars nowadays, and if 
we do go to war you may be sure that our 
magnificent planes will do just about what 
th e m agnificent planes of other nations 
have done.

Air Conditioning Today 
A 
F E W years ago it was 
t h o u g h t 
that 
air conditioning would be t h e new in­ 
dustry which would lift the United States 
out of the slough 
of 
depression. 
The 
1920-21 depression was short-lived, many 
observers thought, because of th e mig hty 
boom in automobiles and radio and, 
on 
the basis of that experience, 
it 
seemed 
that the new air 
conditioning 
industry 
would have the same effect. 
T h e promise 
failed of fulfilment. 
The chief reason for this failure was the 
prohibitive cost of installation. T h e inven­ 
tion still remained in the luxury field. In 
1930 installations had been in creasing for 
years but there a tu rning point was rea ch ­ 
ed. 
Nearly all industries saw the ir orders 
and profits tu rn downward an d air con­ 
ditioning being something much less than 
a necessity suffered badly. 
T h e n u m b e r 
of installations and the sums 
expended 
reached the low levels of the first years 
of the invention’s use. 
Then came a re­ 
covery hut it was not a rapid one. 
In 1934 installations am o u n te d to $14,- 
000,000, which is but a drop in th e bucket 
of total American industrial o u tput. While 
many other lines were moving sharply up­ 
ward, air conditioning continued to he re­ 
garded as a luxury which very few could 
afford. 
In 1935 th ere was a sh a rp rise 
to $35,000,000, but even t h a t is a small 
sum for so great a country. 
In 1936 there 
was an upward movement to $50,000,000, 
but tho real upward surge did not come 
until last vear when total expenditures for 
installations amounted to the sum of $81,- 
500,000— by a long count the peak point 
of the in d u stry ’s history. 
It lias been tile history of nearly 
all 
new inventions that prices 
have 
come 
down with broadened m arkets. 
It will be 
rem em bered that electric refrigerators, iii 
their first years, were too expensive 
for 
anyone but the wealthy. 
Some 
makes 
cost as m uch as $1,200. 
Today they can 
be purchased for around $100 with liberal 
time paym ents allowed. 
The result 
has 
true of radios, washing 
machines, 
and 
been a vastly distribution. 
The same is 
other such conveniences. 
Air conditioning of residences still is a 
luxury which few can afford. To condition 
the year around a $10,000 to $ 15,000 de­ 
tached residence costs about $25 a month 
in m aintenance afte r the installation price 
is paid. 
To some families this is not an 
im p o rta n t m atter, hut to most Americans, 
even th ose occupying residences in 
the 
price ran g e mentioned, that m a inte nanc e 
cost is prohibitive even could the original 
installation cost be comfortably met. 
The installations made last year 
were 
6 2 per cent in commercial establishments, 
3 per cent in industrial plants, 31 per cent 
classified as personal which includes for 
the most p art residential quarters, especi­ 
ally ap a rtm e n t houses, and 4 per cent mis­ 
cellaneous. 
T here has been a steady im provement 
in the equipment. 
Tho earlier 
installa­ 
tions frequently broke down 
or 
defied 
regulation. 
A recent survey of 841 es ta b ­ 
lishments which are air conditioned s h o w ­ 
ed SS per cent satisfaction in 
operation 
which, considering th e age of the indus­ 
try, is regarded as a re m a rk a b le showing. 
Of course, experim entation and invention 
constantly a re tending to perfect equip­ 
ment. 
There seems little doubt that the co u n ­ 
try m u st soon be visited by 
a 
building 
boom. T here are trem endous housing de­ 
ficits and commercial building deficits all 
over the country. 
It is believed inevita­ 
ble th a t when this tide of new construction 
begins in earnest, air conditioning 
will 
boom too as a matter of course. 
Owners 
of office buildings, apa rtm en t houses, and 
such stru ctu re s will find that they cannot 
get te nants unless their premises are un­ 
conditioned. 
Just now, durin g the recession, build­ 
ing is nearly at a standstill. 
Labor dis­ 
putes have caused much stoppage, not so 
much as to wages as to jurisdictional dis­ 
putes.

be a wave of fresh construction

long and when this conies the 
air-condi­ 
tioning industry is certain to boom.

landlords and tenants, Mr. Mac­ 
Kellar 
said. 
Tho 
new 
lease, 
equally 
advantageous 
to 
both 
tenant and landlord, coTer3 many 
points which should be included 
in every rental agreement. 
It will 
serve as a practical means of en­ 
couraging better leasing arrange­ 
ments. 
Landlords 
ami 
tenants, alike, 
realize that ordinarily long-time 
tenure by the same farmer is de­ 
sirable. 
To encourage this longer 
and more stable tenure the new 
lease gives landlords the right to 
terminate leases at the end of any 
year by giving advance written 
notice. 
Likewise, the lease is au ­ 
tomatically renewed if written no­ 
tice is not given at a specified 
time, according to Mr. MacKellar. 
The county supervisor said the 
lease also provides that perma­ 
nent improvements such as fen­ 
ces, buildings or building repairs, 
soil building practices, etc. can be 
made with the written consent of 
the landlord. 
When this consent 
is given and the tenant improves 
the farm, the lease provides that 
he either remain on the farm un­ 
til he has secured full benefit of 
the improvements, or he will be 
compensated for th-em in case of 
termination of the lease.

the Allies. 
4— Hungary, Rumania, Poland 


and Yugoslavia might mix in lf 
they saw a chance to halt Hitler. 
All of them have some worries 
that an expanding Germany might 
push them off the map. 
Already 
they feel the German economic 
penetration, 
5— Germany 
miglif 
lack war 
materials 
after 
a few months. 
Germany professes to be self-con­ 
tained. 
The 
French 
doubt 
it. 
They dispute the accuracy of neu­ 
tral experts who think Germany 
has tightened her belt to lay in 
supplies and Is equipped for a 
reasonably long war. 
The French government and po­ 
litical 
loaders 
don’t pretend to 
know what will happen. 
They 
hope there will be peace but they 
are ready for trouble,

Slosson, 
University 
of 
Michigan 
professor of history and widely- 
recognized authority on the con­ 
temporary affairs of Europe. 
Russia’s switch from Isolationism 
and the light for a communist inter­ 
national in this decade, Professor 
Slosson said in a lecture before 
alumni 
university 
students 
here 
last week, is merely a further ex­ 
ample of her willingness to use any 
means to attain her goal. 
Soviet 
Russia’s ends are fixed, he said; 
her means follow the dictates of 
realistic opportunism. 
In the next war, Professor Slos- 
son Bald, Russia will 
be 
fighting 
against Fascism, the 
growth 
of 
which in Germany and Japan ex­ 
plains her present policy of cooper­ 
ation with the democracies. In that 
war, he continued, Russia will be 
the great unpredictable element. 
She has the greatest continuous 
empire and the largest European 
population in the world, 
he 
ex­ 
plained. 
Further, he said. Russia 
has great natural resources and has 
greatly improved her military and 
industrial organizations since she 
broke down successively 
in 
the 
Crimean, the Russo-Japanese and 
World wars. 
Even so. 
he 
con­ 
cluded, Russia is the most uncer­ 
tain quality in the world today, for 
we have no idea of how efficient 
or how popular 
her 
government 
really is.

placed in the walls an insulating 
wallboard or an insulating lath 
is desirable.

First Indication Is Itchy 
Skin, Scratching Only 
Spreads Poison

Polson Ivy and 
poison 
sumac 
thrive In many parts of the United 
States, and campers 
should 
be 
prepared to 
protect 
th em se lv es 
against it. 
Not everyone Is s u s ­ 
ceptible to the poison, 
but 
the 
majority of people are. 
Im m unit y 
Is by no means certain or lasting 
One who has escaped ivy or su m ac j 
poislning for years, and believes 
him self Immune, 
may 
su ddenly 
find him self a susceptible subject, 
and may, through carelessness, be­ 
co me painfully poisoned. 
The first indication of pois on ­ 
ing is an 
itchy 
skin. 
Unless 
treated at once, this will be fol­ 
lowed by small white blisters. The 
fingers that scratch the itch car­ 
ry poison to other parts that they 
touch, and in this man ner a c o n ­ 
siderable area may become in fe c t­ 
ed 
An effective remedy, if ap­ 
plied im m edia tely the itching be­ 
gins and poisoning is suspected, is 
a liberal application of one part 
ferrous sulphate and 
five 
parts 
water. 
This will n e u t r a l i z e and 
destroy th e poison. 
' A 
similar 
and equally effective rem edy is a 
solution of five per cent 
ferric 
chloride and fifty per cent grain 
alcohol. 
The latter remedy, h o w ­ 
ever, will cause sm ar ting of the 
skin, while the former will not. 
An application of either of these 
solutions before going into a re­ 
gion where exposure 
to 
poison 
may occur will often serve as a 
protection against poisoning. The 
camper, if in territory whe re poi­ 
son ivy or poison sumac is found, 
should be armed with a bottle of 
one or the other of these re m e­ 
dies, and the solution should be 
applied in every case of possible 
exposure. 
Poison m ay be remove d and the 
itching relieved by 
applying 
a 
lather produced by hot water and 
ordinary laundry soap. 
That is to 
say, the com m on brown soap. This 
should be rinsed 
off 
and 
the 
w a shin g repeated five or six times, 
using a fresh cloth 
with 
each 
washing, as the lather or w ashin g 
will not destroy or neutralize the 
poison, but simply rem ove it, and 
the least particle of poison 
re­ 
maining upon the cloth will be 
su fficient to renew the poisoning. 
Insect Stings 
A tender skin that 
will 
not 
tolerate laundr y 
soap 
m ay 
be 
washed with a seventy-five 
per 
cent solution of 
grain 
alcohol. 
This should be applied with absor­ 
bent cotton, using fresh 
cotton 
with each alcohol washing, which 
should be succe ssively 
repeated 
five or six times. 
Sugar of lead, spirits of niter 
and similar remedies, 
once 
In 
cases of ivy poison, have little or 
no value in the early stages. They 
neither destroy nor neutralize the 
poison, but leave It upon the skin 
to continue its work. 
A fter poi­ 
son bas advanced to the 
blister 
stage It is advisable to consult a 
physician at once. 
In the interim, 
Pheno-Is olin freely applied 
will 
soothe th e pain and absorb 
the 
blisters. 
In the ca se of bee 
or 
hornet 
stings, remove the stinger left in 
the wound if possible, and apply 
P heno-lsolin. 
This will stop the 
pain and reduce the swelling. 
It 
is the best remedy for bee stings 
of which I know. 
If none is on 
hand, apply a paste of bicarbon­ 
ate of soda and water. 
In the ab­ 
se nce of this, a gob of plain mud 
will often ease and relieve 
the 
pain.

Naturally, birling is a sport known in the 
woods country. 
The lumberjacks invented it, 
and for years it was their own private game, on

But within the last few years the sport has 
grown up. 
National tournaments are held and 
national champions are crowned; and today the 
national champion is a young collegian who 
never even worked as a lumberman! 
This year’s national championship tourna­ 
ment will be held at Escanaba, Mich., from 
August 12 to 14. 
National Champion Joe 
Connor, from the University of Minnesota, will 
be there to defend his title. 
Among other contestants will be the former 
title-holder whom Connor beat last year, Wilbur 
Marx of Eau Claire, Wis., who was national 
champion for ten years.

N LESS you come from within shout­ 
ing distance of the north woods, the 
j word “ log-roller” probably means 


■ a politician who is expert at making 
deals with his fellow politicians— and “ birling” 
means nothing at all. 
f 
But if you do come from the north country 
and know a little something about the lumber 
industry, the words mean something entirely 
different. 
They mean two husky men, wearing heavy 
boots whose soles are studded with needle- 
sharp spikes, standing on a floating log, cuffing 
it and twirling it with nimble feet, and doing 
their utmost to spill each other into the water. 
Thus the log-roller is, quite literally, a man 
who rolls logs; and birling is the sport which

jammed. 
Then the lumberjacks had to locate 
the key log and pry it loose— and then, when 
the tons of pent-up water and logs went roar­ 
ing and tumbling downstream, scamper back to 
safety. 
That work called for courage, skill and good 
judgment. 
Many a brave river man lost his 
life, breaking up a log jam. 
This river work, then, was extremely ardu­ 
ous. 
But in the evenings after supper the men 
often gathered on the river bank to watch two 
of their number treading a log and trying to 
give each other a ducking. 
The log would whirl one way and the other, 
lie motionless, whirl suddenly again, as the men 
maneuvered it with skillful feet. 
Sooner or 
later one man would lose his footing and tumble 
into the water. 
Each lumber camp usually developed its own 
champion; and after the drives were over and 
the logs had reached the mills, camp champions 
would compete against each other— and woe to 
the lumberjack who failed to back his camp 
champion with every dollar in his bankroll! 


r p H E first championship tournament was held 
-*• at the Lumbermen’s Exposition in Omaha 
in 1898. 
Three more were held on succeed­ 
ing years at Ashland, W is.; then for more 
than 30 years birling went through a series 
of lapses and revivals. 
Now, however, the 
sport is back on its feet again, and last year's 
tournament at Escanaba drew a large 
crowd. 
Only one thing disturbed the tough 
lumberjacks at the last tournament— 
the sport went feminine on them. 
A girls’ division was set up, and 
four high school lasses, daughters ol 
lumbermen, attired in bathing suits but 
wearing calked boots, tried their hand 
at the game. 
The championship was 
won by Laura Marchand of Cloquet.

HERE TO STAY

That is the belief of William

for almost a century has been tho 
nation’s greatest outdoor after­ 
noon sport. 
Harrldge makes it clear he is 
neither advocating nor opposing 
baseball 
at night. 
He 
is con­ 
vinced, however, that night games 
in tho majors, pioneered by the 
Cincinnati Reds und adopted suc­ 
cessfully by the Brooklyn Dodgers, 
soon will become a standard fix­ 
ture of big league schedules. 
Will Change Minds 
"Night baseball is coming to 
the majors, there’s no question 
about it,” he said. 
“It’s coming 
just as radio came to the game. 
Not so many 
years 
ago 
major 
league 
owners 
thought 
radio 
would ruin the game. 
They’ve 
changed their minds and I think 
they’ll change 
their 
minds 
on 
night baseball.” 
Night baseball undoubtedly has 
been a big financial boon to the 
Reds. 
Tho Dodgers, in their ex­ 
perience with it, drew 38.000 per­ 
sons through tho turnstiles, and 
in a second after-dark tilt, against 
Pittsburgh, drew 28,000 fans. 
It 
takes several week-day crowds for 
any club to match those Sunday- 
ilgure totals. 
”1 think that perhaps no more 
than IO or 12 night games for 
each club each season would be 
good for major league baseball,” 
Harrldge said. 
“To me it’s more 
of a spectacle than anything else 
and I don’t think fans would car© 
for night games every night. 
But 
there isn’t any question that it 
would measurably benefit certain 
clubs, such as St. Louis. 
Oim« Wert) Opposed 
*’A few years ago the American 
League owners 
were solidly op­ 
posed to night baseball, and while 
I do not think they aro complete­ 
ly nlglit-minded yet, there has 
been a change in feeling toward 
the game. 
Two years ago they 
gave St. IjOuIs permission to play 
seven games at night but lights 
never were erected.

Prices Unchanged 
By New Policies, 
Economist States 


Ann Arbor—United States mone­ 
tary policy since 1933 
has 
suc­ 
ceeded in greatly 
increasing 
our 
money supply but 
has 
failed 
to 
raise the price level to predepres­ 
sion heights or to establish a bal­ 
anced price structure, according to 
Economist Leonard L. Watkins of 
the 
University of Michigan. 
Ile 
suggested that lack of balance in 
the price’structure—lack of balance 
between costs and selling prices 
was one of the {actors in the recent 
business recession. 
Both money in 
circulation 
and 
bank deposits have 
been 
signifi 
cantly increased by the policies in 
effect since 1933, Dr. Watkins told 
a group of alumni university stu­ 
dents here last week. While money 
in circulation in the United States, 
which amounted to four and one- 
half billion dollars In J929, had in­ 
creased to five and one half billion 
dollars in 1933 as a consequence 
of widespread hoarding, 
he 
ex­ 
plained, the amount in circulation 
today stands at. six and a half bil­ 
lion dollars. 
Bank deposits, which 
sank from between 65 and 60 bil­ 
lion dollars in 1929 to around 40 
billion dollars in 1933, he said, have 
been brought up to between 50 and 
55 billion dollars today. 
Checking 
accounts oi member banks, he said, 
stand at 21 billion dollars today 
after having fallen from 17 billion 
dollars in 1929 to about 12 billion 
dollars in 1933. 
Our gold policy, silver policy, fed­ 
eral reserve policy and fiscal policy 
combined, said Dr. Watkins, have 
brought about a very large increase 
of deposits and of commercial bank 
reserves. 
Since 1929, he pointed 
out, commercial bank reserves have 
Increased by approximately 300 per 
cent and the excess legal reserves 
held today would permit a. further 
expansion of from 15 to 20 billion 
dollars in the monetary supply of 
the country. 
Some have feared 
that 
these 
large excess reserves would result 
in credit inflation. Dr. Watkins said, 
but actually commercial loans have 
declined greatly as compared with 
1929. w’hile commercial banks have 
increased their holdings of govern-

cade, on W imbledon’s center court 
today in one of the most tragic 
personal battles in the history of 
the all-England tennis champion­ 
ships. 
Foredoomed to a final stroke of 
misfortune after overcoming the 
handicap of a shoulder injury in 
the tournam ent, Miss Jacobs pull­ 
ed a tendon In an already injured 
right leg in the ninth game of the 
opening set, hobbled through the 
next seven pathetic 
games 
and 
was beaten, 6-4, 6-0. 
The victory lifted Mrs. Moody 
to her eighth title— a record in 
the history of 
this 
old 
historic 
club. It set the crown on one of 
the most notable 
comebacks 
in 
sporting history. It was a m ajor 
link 
in 
an 
unprecedented 
all- 
American sweep of W imbledon’s 
five titles. And it rolled up an old 
and bitter controversy. 
For thirty minutes, 
the 
two 
Helens battled 
on 
level 
terms. 
The score was 4-4. In the ninth 
game, with Miss Jacobs serving, 
and the score standing 40-30, Mrs. 
Moody hit the shot th at decided 
the match. 
This was one of the 31-year-old 
San Francisco star's hurtling fore­ 
hands. Pitching deep in the fore­ 
hand corner, it caught 29-year-old 
Miss Jacobs off balance and when 
she lurched suddenly to get it, her 
right ankle snapped. 
She reached over and tugged at 
her ankle but kept on playing, lost 
six points in a row aud the first 
set was gone. 
Before the second set started, it 
was clear that Miss 
Jacobs 
was 
hurt. She held up play m om entar­ 
ily to adjust the bandage on her 
ankle. When she started to play, 
she was helpless. 
She managed to win two points 
in the first game of the second 
set but she won only one more 
after th a t while Mrs. Moody, ne­ 
ver hesitating, never once speak­ 
ing to her, banged the bali from 
corner to corner.

At least three people agreed on 
the answ er— the two antagonists 
and Mrs. Wightman. 
“ I was very sorry about H elen’s 
ankle," said Mrs. Moody in her 
calm, cool way after the match, 
“ but it couldn’t be helped, could 
it? I thought there was nothing I 
could do hut get it over as quickly 
as possible." 
Miss Jacobs, 
white-faced 
and 
still in pain, agreed. 
"I think Helen did

Jacobs ever heat her. 
On one other point all unbiased 
critics agreed— that Mrs. Moody, 
in superlative form,

Almost from the start 
she dominated play. 
When it was all over, Miss J a ­ 
cobs was a sad and red-eyed girl. 
She limped to her dressing room 
with Dr. J. J. Dunning and it was 
only after a long rest th a t she

then she couldn't face them. She 
fled into the clubhouse and agreed 
later to receive one American and 
one English newspaperman. 
Then with her 
swollen 
ankle 
propped on tho side of a desk, she 
told the story of how her ankle 
was injured.

she first had hurt it in her semi­ 
final round match with Alice Mar­ 
ble on Thursday, After undergo­ 
ing treatm ent that night, she in­ 
jured it again in practice yester­ 
day.
